MERSON in heels, oe and Solitude, ” 


lays stress upon the fact that human progress 

is always stimulated by organized effort. The 

old axiom, that “In Union There Is Strength,” will 
never grow out of date. 

While man may accomplish much through his own 
individual initiative, it is nevertheless true that he 
may accomplish a vast deal more through co-opera- 
tion with his fellowmen. 

Organization represents the collective thought of 
man. It also represents many minds with different 
shades of opinion. Early in the history of the race, 
men learned that ‘two heads were better than one. 

When men meet together to consider matters and 
things of mutual import, it is an indication that they 
are actuated by that ‘“‘divine unrest,” of which the 
poet speaks—that unrest which foreshadows suc- 
cess and higher civilization. Hence whenever and 
wherever men convene to discuss questions that con- 
cern their material interests, we may be sure that 
their one common aim is this, to make the most of 
themselves while they live. 

It is surely a laudable thing to see men congregat- 
ing to co-operate with each other in the economic 
batttles of life. In this way the strife for a livelihood 
and more of the comforts and refinements of ex- 
istence, are made less difficult of attainment. 

Through organized endeavor, men have a greater 
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opportunity for acquiring those material things, that 
make life worth living. Wealth may be decried by 
some so-called unworldly people, but wealth, never 
theless, opens the door to a higher degree of civili 
zation, for through its refining influence man _ has 
more opportunity for study, travel and leisure. In 
short, he has the opportunity of living, instead of 
merely existing. 

Master plumbers and master steamfitters have for 
years met in state and national conventions. These 
annual conclaves have proved helpful in rendering 
the men of the craft more progressive and efhcient. 

By mingling with their fellow craftsmen, they 
have broadened their vision as business men. Meet 
ing each other at conventions has had a decided ten 
dency to eliminate any unfriendly professional feel. 
ings which they may have had towards each other. 

Associating with each other on terms of good fel 
lowship at these conventions, has taught them that 
their competitors in the craft are a pretty decent sort 
after all, and not all the heartless price-cutters that 
they thought they were. 

Discussions and the interchange of thought always 
have the effect of making men more tolerant of each 
others faults or inconsistencies. The result of such 
discussions and exchanges of opinion tend toward 
the growth of a better understanding among men 
engaged in any given line of activtiy, and the subse 
quent fostering of a greater degree of constructive 
co-operation, instead of destructive rivalry. 

Organized business men convene once a year for 
the obvious purpose of stimulating the spirit of co 
operation. And unless an organization succeeds in 
promoting co-operation, it fails of its fundamental 
aim and purpose. 

It is natural and in accord with the universal 
scheme of things that men should organize for the 
attainment of common ends. Society itself is a vast 
organization designed to facilitate the operation of 
law and order. 

While in convention assembled, men may well 
take pride in the fact that they are organized in the 
interests of progress, and that each convention will 
develop their efficiency and bring them ever closer 
to their goal, Business Success.

\ local vent is always employed for water closet and 
urinal fixtures. The toilet room ventilation forms part 
ot the mechanical equipment in all of the schools. The 
standard type of fixtures are used in the main toilets, 
being individual closet and porcelain urinal stalls. 

It has been the practice in the Bureau of School Engi- 
neering in Chicago for many years to make the following 
installations in elementary school buildings, based on 
their location in the basement: Boys, 1% urinals per 
class room, 7/9 closet per class room; girls, 15/9 closet 
per class room. In the more recent school buildings, 
that 1s, those built during the past four years, the “tower” 
system has been installed, which provides for closets for 
pupils on each tloor. The accessibility in such cases prop- 
erly permits their use to such an extent between recess 
periods that the number of fixtures per class room is be 
ing diminished.

HERE are jokemakers and jokemakers—some ot 


fensive and others inoffensive. Some are worthy 


of their hire; others, positively not! 
\ll pure humor is based on some universal tact. \ll 


adulterated humor is tounded on fiction. It is by this 
test that humor either lives or dies. Adulterated humor 
the kind that is laboriously far-fetched, enjoys only a 
fleeting existence in the minds of men. Its extreme 
shallowness toredooms it to an early oblivion Pure 
humor lives on, because it is built on truth. 

A recent example of badly adulterated, and badly mis 
applied humor appears in the February number of “Good 
Housekeeping Magazine,” under the title: “Togo and 
the Hon. Plumber,” by Wallace Irwin. 

This well known writer, who is a contributor to the 
“Saturday Evening Post” and other popular periodicals, 
has evidently deluded himself into the belief that he has 
written a very compelling piece of humor about the 
plumber. On the contrary, all well-informed people who 
know the real facts concerning the plumbing business, 
will see that Irwin’s attempt to be funny at the expense 
of the plumber, is so strained and far-tetched, that in a 
way he deserves pity rather than censure. 

In the opening paragraphs of this story, “Togo,’ who 
is a Japanese servant, employed by Mrs. and Mr. J. W. 
Casey, is credited with uttering the following about the 
plumber: 

“I notice slight drip of water under beneath kitchen 
sink,” I explain with Edison eyebrow. 

“Sweet associations and good plumbing seldomly go stde by 
side,” she recompense. “However tf leakage continue to 
drip, I sippose we must telephone to that Burglar to come 
again with tools and pretend to make reparation while do- 
ing nothing except robbery. 

“In this town does persons obtain burglars by telephone? 
I ask shockly. 

“When we wish burglary we ask for plumber,” she 
acknowledege. “They are similar and the same. 

“Both are good wavs to know.’ are bright remark for NWI?

It seems unfortunate that Mr. Irwin cannot be humor- 
ous without being offensive. The plumbing trade has un-

Reports of Supt. of Buildings Josenhans show that the 


number of building permits last month exceed those tor 


January a year ago, however, the valuation fell off by 
several thousand dollars. Six hundred and eighty-three 
permits, with a valuation of $408,585 was the January 
record this year, as compared with 634 permits, with valu- 
ation of $1,200,000 for the corresponding month during 
1914, 

Commissioner CC. A, Fleming, of Spokane, of the Build- 
ing division of the Department of Public Safety, submits 
a report for January which is most encouraging.

These structures are to be of brick 
and work is already under way.
